Free-Harbor Delegates 
in Happy Mood. 


Coodly Appropriation for San 
Pedro is Assured. 


Santa Monica Will Mourn by 
the Sad Sea Waves. 


The Great Hearing is Completed—Is 
the Longest of This Session of 
Congress—Slauson Tries to 
Offset Mitchell. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON O. C.,) April 18.—

hearing is completed and the free-har-

THE SEATING CAPACITY. 

The hall will seat 13,601 persons. It 
will have, it is said, the largest seating 
capacity of any building ever erected 
for a convention, with, perhaps, the ex- 
ception of the hall in which James A. 
Garfield was nominated in 1880. This is 
said to have had 15,000 seats. The Min- 
neapolis Convention hall had about 11,- 

O, and a great part of the view in that 
hall was shut off by posts and pillars. 
There will be no such posts in this hall. 
I am told that every seat will be a good 
one, and that the acoustic properties 
of the hall—by means of great sound- 
ing-boards—will be such that all can 
hear. Bach seat will be a chair, and 
about 14,000 Chairs will be bought for 
the occasion. The seats will be arran 
in the shape of a rectangular amphi- 
theater. They will rise up on four sides 
of the square pit which forms the 

und floor, and which is occupied by 
the delegates and the alternates. This 
pit will be about one-half an acre in 
size.

One ticket ts printed 
for each session, and 14,000 tickets a day 
for fifteen sessions would require 210,- 
000 tickets.

Every indication points to an im- 
mense crowd here at the convention, 
Col. Richard C. Kerens of the National 
Committee and Senator Tom Car- 
ter each estimate that there will 
be at least 150,000 strangers in 
St. Louis at that time, and there 
is a probability that this number will 
be exceeded. There will be at least fifty 
thousand from Missouri. Col. Hahn

THE ROYAL HENLEY REGATTA. 


The Royal Henley Regatta, which this 
year occurs July 7, 8 and 9, was estab- 
lished as a permanent institution in 
1839. During the previous ten years, 
‘various eight-oared matches had been 
rowed ‘on the river Thames, and at this 
date the citizens of Henley contributed 
100 guineas for the grand challenge 
cup to be contested for annually by 
eight-oared crews. Since then other 
trophies have been added, as fPllows: 
For eight oars, the Town allenge 
wap in the same year (1839,) the Ladies’ 
challenge cup in 1845, the Thames chal- 
lenge cup in 1868; for four oars, the 
Stewards’ challenge cup in 1842, the 
Visitors’ challenge cup in 1847, and the 
Wryfold challenge cup (which is rowed 
without a cockswain,) in 1855; for pair 
oars, the Silver Goblets in 1845; the 
Wingfield sculls in 1830, and the Dia- 
mond challenge sculls in 1844.

American. college crews have already 
rowed in English regattas on four dif- 
ferent occasions. The first attempt was 
made by Harvard, who in 1869 rowed 
against a crew from Oxford in four- 
oared shells on the Putney four-mile 
course. The Americans took the lead 
at the start and held the lead for two 
miles. At this point they began to 
show signs of exhaustion, brought on 
by over-training, and the Oxford crew 
slowly crept ahead, finishing with 
lead of about two lengths. 
The second occasion of an American 
college crew rowing on English waters 
was at the regatta of 1878; when a 
four-oared crew from Columbia College 
captured the visitors’ challenge cup by 
defeating the crews of Dublin Uni- 
versity, and those of . University 
and Hertford colleges at Oxford. 
This race was won in 83m. 428. 
and is the only instance when an Amer- 
ican crew has been victorious in an 
English regatta. In 1881 Cornell sent a 
crew to Henley which was defeated.

FEATHERED SPIES WHO WATCH 
OVER ANIMAL FRIENDS. 


— 


Sportamen Are Obliged to Reckon 

' With’ These Keen-eyed Bird 
Guardians When Following the 
Chase—As House Guards. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

The California mocking bird is a very 
intelligent fellow, and is sometimes of 
material service to other animals, In 
following the hare with hounds, I have 
heard a series of shrieks from a mock- 
ing bird at which a hare would dart 
from its concealment and bound away; 
and so orten has this occurred that it 
would appear as though the mocking, 
bright-eyed creature was a friendly sen- 
tinel on guard who had thus given the 
hare a warning. 

In driving through one of the lower 
countries of Southern California, I once 
came to @ fleld of stubble in which there 
were forty. or fifty black pigs on the 
back of each of which were one or two 
black birds, The latter espied me imme- 
diately and uttered an alarm or warn- 
ing at which the pigs looked up and 
then ran away, some still carrying their 
sentinels on their back, Such an exhi- | 
bition might easily be considered acci- | 
dental, but I have seen it repeated on 
several occasions; and that certain 
birds do warn various animals which: 
they affect there can be little doubt, 

GUARDING MOOSE AND OXEN, 

A familiar example is seen in our 
moose, which allows various ‘birds to 
run over it, in all probability in search 
of insects. The hunter stealing upon 
the animal may find it asleep in some 


at which the ox and antelope dashed 
‘into cover. 


FOR BIG GAME. f 

That these feathered guardians are 
attached to the animals is suggested 
by the pertinacity with which they 
cling to them. A hunter had succeeded 
in approaching the rhinoceros when 
the birds. gave the alarm, ‘and away 
dashed the big creature, followed by 
the hunter. Some of the birds hov- 
ered over the flying animal, but sev- 
eral clung to its hide, often brushed 
off in the flight through the brush, but 
renewing their position despite the 
wild race. When the rhinoceros was 
finally killed the birds clustered in the 
neighboring trees. The following day 
when the hunters returned to skin the 
animal the little guardians were found 
sitting on it, and when the natives ap- 
peared they uttered their alarm cry 
and even brushed their wings in the 
face of the dead rhinoceros 
efforts to arouse it. 

The sluggish hippopotamus and the 
elephant often serve as a perch for a 
small white heron, which is extremely 
watchful, rising at the slightest alarm, 
the flapping of their wings being the 
signal at which the animal steals 
quietly away, to be rejoined, in 
probability, by the white sentinels. 

AS HOUSE GUARDS. 

The wattled starling stands guard on 
various birds and has seriously inter- 
fered with the plans of many sports- 
men. This singular guardianship is 
not confined to quadrupeds exclusively; 
certain birds are known to extend a 
limited protection to other birds, an 
interesting example being found in

These 
birds are placed in the farm-yard when 
young, and are considered a safeguard 
against hawks and various predatory 
animals. Shepherds employ them to 
guard their flocks, and more than once 
the wing-spurred bird has stood be 
tween the lambs and the puma, prov- 
ing himself one of the most effective of 
the feathered guards.

The results were 
equally as poor, and many growers 
have thus become prejudi against its 
use) Samples of Paris green have bee 
examined, with astonishing results. 
Several samples, although of nearly the 
same shade of’color as the pure Paris 
green. were found to be a mixture of 
Prussian blue, and chrome yellow, 
clay and chalk. Others were found to 
contain no arsenious acid. In many 
cases the fault lies with the fruit- 
growers themselves; for we have con- 
tinually advised them to use the pure 
article, which costs 20 cents per pound.

suspected in life. There are scenes and 
minor characters in it which hold their 
own against ‘Adam Bede,’ but as a 
whole it is not so strong or so rich in 
color, and it can hardly be said to 
occupy new ground. 

With respect to ‘Romola,’ though we 
must all agree with Mr. Oscar Brown- 
ing that it is ‘replete with learning,’ 
‘weighted with knowledge in every 
page,’ exquisite in art, and so forth, 
it is really impossible to call it with 
him ‘the best historical novel ever writ- 
ten.’ Even in exact reproduction of 
another age, it cannot compare with 
‘Esmond,’ and how immeasurably as 
romance is it beneath the fire and 
movement of a dozen historical ro- 
mances that one could name! The 
beauty of the Florentine pictures, the 
enormous care thought and reading 
lavished on the story, the variety of 
literary resource—all make it a most 
memorable work, a work almost sui, 
generis, a book which every student of 
Italy, every lover of Florence, must 
mark, learn and inwardly digest. But 
to call it complete success is to go too 
far. The task was too great. To frame 
in a complex background of historical 
erudition an ethical problem of even 
greater complexity and subtlety—this 
was a task which might have sorely 
tried even greater powers than hers— 
a task in which Goethe and Scott might 
have succeeded, but which Goethe and 
Scott were too truly the born artists 
to attempt. ‘Romola’ is certainly a 
wonderful monument of literary ac- 
complishments; but it remains a tour 
de force too elaborate, too IJ red, 
too intricate, too erudite. . . And, 
in my opinion, it marks thé de- 
cline of her genius. I cannot 
count any of the later books as 
equal to the earlier books. Her truly 
great period of production reaches at 
most over the six years, 1858-1863 (aetat. 
39-45,) in which she produced ‘Scenes 
of’ Clerical Life’ (1858,) ‘Adam Bede’ 
(1859,) The Mill on the Floss“? (1860,) 
‘Silas Marner’ (1861,) and ‘Romola’ 
(1863.) If I were to measure by true 
success in the higher art, this period 
should not be extended beyond the four 
years which closed with ‘Silas Marner.’ 
‘Romolo’ is a most ambitious, very 
beautiful, altogether noble failure. And 
I cannot Gount any of the later pieces, 
prose or verse, as anything but far in- 
ferior to ‘Romola.’ They have . great 
beauties, fine passages, subtle charac- 
ters, and high conceptions—but they 
are the artificial products of a train 


prints. Some preliminary knowledge of 
the laws of light and the. relation of 
shadow to surface modeling is neces- 
sary even in practicing this crude and 
mechanical art, which is by no means 
recommended as anything more than 
good preliminary practice in outline 
drawing. 

There is one thing in particular which 
the would-be illustrator would do well 
to remember, and that is that to be a 
specialist requires a great deal more 
imagination and genius than to be an 
all-around worker. The specialist, no 
matter how fresh and original his work 
may appear to the public to whom it is 
addressed, has a perpetual battle with 
monotony. To keep out of the ruts is 
as needful as a good technic. It is cer- 
tainly a great thing to conquer by the 
sheer force of individuality in one line 
of delineation, as C. D. Gibson has done, 
but no matter how perfect the perform- 
ance, harping upon one string will in 
time become wearisome to a variety- 
loving public, not well posted in art be- 
ae a certain pleasure in finished re- 
sults. 

In illustrating a book all things may 
be considered as important in a meas- 
ure, and the pleasure of variety is 
nowhere more quickly appreciated. 
While it is certain that in all strong 
and enduring fiction, for example, the 
greatest interest will always center in 
the dramatis personae, yet the appreci- 
ative reader fully understands the in- 
fluence of environment upon character, 
and will have a keen interest in the 
surroundings of the people in the book, 
welcoming the landscapes, the archi- 
tecture, the sea views, the animals or 
whatever else contributes a thread to 
the web of the tale and assists in clari- 
fying the meaning. Then, too, as an 
argument which will appeal with force 
to a great many, the versatile artist 
may generally be sure of continu- 
ous employment, especially if good 
draughtsmanship is backed by a sym- 
pathetic insight. To be equipped and 
ready to answer any call must always 
impress patrons favorably, to say the 
least, and while the all-around worker 
may not rise to the dizzy heights of the 
successful specialist, there is perhaps 
compensation in contributing to the 
pleasure of a wider range of taste.

Sir E. Maunde Thompson has given 
some figures to show the extent of the 
library of printed books at the British 
Museum, and the rate of increase at 
which it has grown. More than half a 
century after the foundation of the mu- 
seum the library had not increased even 


threefold; in the year 1821 there were 


less than 116,000 volumes. But twenty 
years later these had more than 
doubled in number; in 1838 there were 
computed to be 235,000 volumes; in 1858 
there were 550,000 volumes. Having 
once obtained an impetus, the mass 
rapidly increased, and at this moment 
the number of volumes amounts. to 
1,750,000, not counting single sheets or 
parts of works that are accumulating. 
The space which this mass of printed 
material occupies has to be reckoned in 
miles,” says the Westminster Gazette. 
“The shelves of the reading-room and 
iron galleries constructed around it, 
which are known as the new library, all 
told, extend to more than ‘eight and 
twenty miles; those in the rest of the 
department to eleven miles. It may be 
noticed that this total of thirty-nine 
miles is nearly the same as that of the 
shelving of the French National Li- 
brary. The prospect of increase of this 
mileage may be viewed with compara- 
tive equanimity in connection with the 
storage of the ordinary octavos of liter- 
ature; but when one contemplates the 
rapid growth of newspapers, the limits 
of the available space within the pres- 
ent buildings are almost within sight.

The great 
poet and dramatist understood and felt 
the good effect of this contemplation of 
nature, and the impressions he has left 
recorded in the oft-quoted words: Ser- 
mons in stones and good in every- 
| 


One fact we see in our study of na- 


ture, and it strikes us strongly, it is 
that creatures of like kifid seek each 
other, Exeept where some strong pas- 
sion or interest comes in to mar this 
tendency to fellowship, it is so univer- 
sal that men have always looked on it 
as a matter of course, trite, and scarcely 
worthy of more than a passing 
Slance. Its universality, however, 
marks it as the result of a law; a law 
that existed before creatures did; a la w, 
therefore, which comes from the 
Oreator, which is and was in His divine 
reg from eternity. It is the law of 
ove. 
Let us go a little higher and observe 
_the natural order as we see it in the 
noblest of earthly beings, mankind. 
Everywhere we see the working of 
sympathy and love among men; “one 
touch of nature makes all the world 
akin.” So greatly do men admire the 
manifestation of this universal law of 
love that human friendship is well- 
nigh made a substitute for all religion, 
and raised td the dignity of a cult. 
Damon and Pythias are regarded as the 
of and humanitarian-

ain, let us consider another fact 
that kindness is the most efficacious 
means to tame and subdue even the 
most ferocious beasts. Nothing so gains 
ation as the manifestation 
of a kindly disposition toward them. In 
conversation regarding this universal 
law of love, Cardinal Manning once re-

den act of subjugation. But 8 as 
the animal had ceased its violent strug- 
les he resorted to kind treatment, and 
success was phenomenal, giving him 
a name throughout the English-speak- 
ing world.

Now, here is another manifestation of 
the law of love as universal as the fact 
ot the animal loving its kind. The law 
is according to the ideas of the Creator; 
it comes from him; it is the law of the 
universe upon which He has left His 
Impress. It is the key to the understand- 
ing of it all. There is nothing to sur- 
prise us in this. The favorite apostle, 
John tells us “God is charity,” God is. 


nat wonder, therefore, that this 

Jove, which is the essential character 
of the Deity, should pour itself out upon 
creation, be shared naturally by every 
being, more particularly by those gifted 
with intelligence? Contemplating its 
beauty and its effects the psalmist ex- 
claims: “How good and pleasant it is 
for brethren to dwell together.“ Of the 
power it wields over us, long ago Solo- 
man said: “If a man should give all the 
substance of his house for love, he shall 
dispise it as nothing.” A greater than 
Solomon said: 

“Greater love than this no man hath, 
that a may lay down his life for his 
Friends.“ —John xv, 13. 

This Christ did for us, inculcating by 
word and by example what love is, 
what its power is, how it is and should 
be the law of our nature. At the same 
‘time he lifted man’s thoughts above his 
own little self, He made him under- 
stand there is a higher love above that 
of visible nature, a love that is divine, 
supernatural. He raised man to the 
plane of that love; He made him a 


3 of the divine nature; He gave 


same love which is in the 
Godhead, whereby he loves God as God 
loves himself, and«loves his neighbor 
for God’s sake. Through this love man 
becomes deified, a sharer of the divine 
nature! Wihat a contrast between this 
high and ennobling result and the puny 
efforts of human reason, rebellious to 
God, and striving to glorify itself! The 
greatest effort of reason which discards 
revelation is to belittle the Supreme 
Being, the author of all. By the panthe- 
ism it advocates it drags God down 
from His throne and makes Him a man 
with all the miseries and defects we 
know man has. Christianity, with its 
teaching of charity, raises man up, 
purifies him, ennobles him, elevates him 
to fellowship with God Himself, till, 
from this union, so permeated does he 
become with the fire of divine love, that 
he glows with it, and shines with the 
same light as the Deity itself! 

Now let us ask ourselves a question. 
Do we feel that we have reached so 
sublime a state as to be thus united 
with God? I am afraid, in our sincer- 
ity, we must shrink from answering 
that we have. The conception is so 


-fofty; and we are so weak. Still there 
are grades in the acquisition of this 


spirit of Christian love, and we may 
strive to attain that grade our weak- 
How we can do so 
may be better understood by looking 
at the subject in a practical way. The 
first result of this love of God should 
be the observance of His law. “If you 
love me,” said Christ, “keep my com- 
mandments.” If we are doing our best 
to keep the commandments, the deca- 
logue, we have made a great advance in 
the attainment of the spirit of love. 
The first three precepts regard our du- 
tles to God; the adoration of God, rev- 
erence for His name, the worship of 
Him. The other precepts regard our 
meighbor, our duties to him. 
"When we keep the former we truly 
ove God and love ourselves accord- 


Ang to God, in a proper, well-ordered, 


reasonable way. We therefore do the 
best of ourselves, evidently. That we 
should so love and benefit ourselves is 
just, and as the creator intended, for 
Wwe are to love our neighbor as our- 
selves; the model goes before the copy, 
and in this instance the copy is the 
fove we must have for our neighbor. 
The remaining precepts of the deca- 
logue give us general directions with 
regard to the rights of our neighbor, 
and to our corresponding duties: for 
right and duty are correlative terms, 
the one implies the other. 
et us apply a practical test at once 
‘$0 see whether the law of love is work- 
in us. Do we respect our neighbor's 
ts? Do we do to him as we wish 
aners to do unto us? Does selfish- 
nets dominate in us, or are we unsel- 
‘igh, and ready to make sacrifices for 
our fellow-man? What a field of in- 
quiry, this question opens up! How it 
Spaciates over the varied departments 
of human activity and the various re- 


dations of men! It dips down at once.

Next cast a glance at the rights and 
duties of the employer and of the em- 
ployed. The law of love says to the 
employer: Remember those you em- 
ploy are your fellow men, whom God 
loves. Be just to them to generosity. 
Don’t think your duties are fulfilled if 
you simply pay them their wages. They 
are, as it were, members of your own 
family. Give them something of that 


care and solicitude you bestow upon 


your family. Encourage the family life 
among them, as far as you can, when 
sickness and misfortune comes upon 
them. Contribute to their happiness 
as far as in you lies.“ To the employed 
charity says: 

“Respect the rights of your employer. 
Give him cheerfully the respect and 
obedience that are his due. Be strictly 
just in your dealings with him, fulfill- 
ing your contract to the letter. Bear- 
ing in mind that it is through him God 
provides you with your daily bread, be 
grateful to God and to his instrument 
for your welfare, your employer.“ 

To the parent the God of charity says: 
“These children I have given you are 
more mine than yours. The natural in- 
stinct I haye implanted in you will lead 
you to care for their bodies. But re- 
member the mind, the soul, is more than 
the body, and by word and example 
teach them to love, honor and obey me, 
and love their neighbor. Of this you

In fact, it is, in more cases than we 
know, fulfilled. How many rich people 
unobtrusively help the poor! How 
many noble poor follow the footsteps of 
the Savior! How many employers love 
their men; how many workingmen show 


the spirit of the carpenter of Nazereth! | 


How many fathers love their children 
as God wills, and how many children, 


despite the waywardness of childhood | 


and youth, strive to make a return to 
those to whom they owe their being! 
Still there is so much defect in each one 
of us that it is fitting we turn our at- 
tention to ourselves, study our duties 
of charity to God, to ourselves and to 
our neighbor, and, by their faithful 
discharge, fulfill the law.

Coffee-Growing. 

(California Cultivator:) There has 
been considerable talk of late about 
growing Coffee in California. Among 
others, it is said, Col. Crocker, of San 

cisco, was seriously considering 
the question of engaging extensively in 
the business in the San Joaquin Valley. 
To give our readers an idea of ‘the re- 
quirements and conditions under which 
this very popular article of domestic 
consumption is grown, we give a few 
facts in regard to it and append the ob- 
servations of E. C. Winston, of Alvin, 
Tex., who recently made a tour through 
the coffee-growing sections of Mexico, 
and wrote of them to the Texas Farm 
and Ranch, to which paper we are in- 


debted for the use of the excellent illus- |. 


trations herewith. : 


Hilly situations, where the soil is fri- 
able and well drained, are most favor- 


able for coffee-growing. The seeds are |. 


first sown in nursery beds and when the 
plants are a few inches high they are 
planted out from 6 to 8 feet apart. The 


yield per tree is from 2% to 4 pounds. |. 


The cost of production in South Amer- 
ican countries—and in Mexico it is but 
little higher—is 4% cents per pound. 
The greatest coffee-proiducing: coun- 
try in the world is Brazil, where it is 
estimated more than 600,000,000 trees are 
growing. It is from Brazil that most of 
the coffee used in the United States 
comes. 
Following is what Mr. Winston says: 
“While the coffee plant seems to be 
very hardy and tenacious of life under 
ordinary circumstances, it cannot stand 
the least frost. The coffee tree or shrub 
is an evergreen with an oblong, smooth 
and shining leaf 5 or 9 inches long 
and about 2% inches wide. It presents 
a beautiful appearance, either with its 
clusters of snow-white flowers or with 
its scarlet ripe berries. The fruit is a 
fleshy berry, having the appearance of 
a cherry or small plum. Each one of 
these berries contains two seeds, each 
grain of coffee that we use being a per- 
fect seed. The seeds lie against each 
other in the pulp, which incloses them, 
and are covered by a thin covering or 
parchment. This is the chaffy substance 
that comes off during the roasting pro- 
cess, the coffee having been imperfectly 
cleaned. There are two processes em- 
ployed in preparing the coffee for mar- 
ket. That which is commonly adopted 
by the natives and by some of ‘the 
smaller growers among the Americans, 
is to gather the 
sumes a dark red color, and dry it in 
the sun. When thoroughly dried it is 
flailed or pounded until the covering 
has been well broken, after which it is 
fanned out just as we used to do grain 
before the advent of the thresher. The 
method, however, which is employed 
by the larger growers, especially Amer- 
icans, is to run the berries through a 
pulping machine, just as soon as gath- 
ered, thus removing the necessity of 
drying so much waste material. | 
“The coffee ‘tree* is really not a tree, 
but is more of a shrub, its average 
height being only about seven feet. Re- 
garding the necessity of shade for the 
plant, there is a great diversity of opin- 
ion. Some of ghe most successful plant- 
ers maintain that shading the trees 
produces only detrimental results. Prob- 
ably this is so where the soil is shal- 
low, but in the Tuxpan Valley, where 
the soil is very rich and deep, we found 
the vlanters unanimous in the opinion 
that shade is necessary. In clearing the 
land there, only the underbrush and a 
part of the trees are removed, leaving 
enough shade to break the direct rays 
of the sun. The plants are then taken 
from the nursery and planted six or 
eight feet each way, using the moun- 
tain or hillside in preference to more 
level ground. is thus used for 
coffee which would not be available for 
cultivated crops. It is not considered 
necessary to plow or in any way stir 


the soil, the onlv cultivation being to. 


cut down the sprouts two or three times 
a year. The expense is thus reduced to 
a minimum, as the native laborers are 
only paid from 37 to 50 cents Mexican 
money, or 20 to 27 cents in our money, 
per day. The trees are thus cared for 
without any returns until the third year 
from planting, when a light crop is 
gathered, and by the fifth year the trees 
are in full bearing. They are then ex-

try.“ that open space outside the state 
rooms of the wardroom officers, is ab- 
sent in many of the new naval vessels, 
sacrificed to the need of economy in 
space in modern warships, and the ward- 
room mess is where the officers linger at 
night after dinner, when the daily 
routine is done, to tell their stories, 
listen to the songs and discuss trifies. 
For be it understood no serious topie 
is ever discussed in the wardroom. Ban- 
ter and persiflage rule there. If serious 
topics were discussed the wardroom 
would be at sixes and sevens the whole 
time. Men who are required to dine 
together would not be able to endure 
the sight of each other. It would be 
easy for quarrels to spring up detri- 
mental to discipline. A warship with- 
out. discipline is like a church without 
religion. Hence the rule never to touch 
on serious topics in wardroom life. 
There is always some member who 
Saw service in the civil war, and when 
occasion arises. and the circumstances 
are just right, he can spin a yarn that 
causes flushes of exhileration to spread 
over the faces of the younger set, as 
they wonder: whether they will ever 
have a chance to display valor and their 
love of country in actual war. There 
is nearly always some one who plays 
the guitar, or banjo or piano well, and 
at times every one can sing, one-half 
of them only a little bit, and the other 
fairly well, with one or two good voices 
to help out the rest and give zest to 
the whole.

On shipboard the social grades are 
indicated by the sharp lines drawn at 
mess. The captain dines by himself. 
Then comes the wardroom mess where 
the senior officers dine. Then there is 
the steerage mess, where the junior offi- 
cers, the cadets, ensigns, assistant en- 
gineers and assistant surgeons dine. 
Then there is a separate mess for the 
lonesome warrant officers; those men 
belong neither among the officers nor 
among the crew.

Break- 
fast at noon finds only part of the 
mess there, because of the many duties 
of the officers. At dinner all are pres- 
ent with the exception of one or two, 
and frequently these find a way to get

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


THE HAYES MURDER. 


Examination of Cook and the Mings 
Brothers Begins. 

The preliminary examination of 

George D. Mings, Benjamin W. Mings 

and D. F. Cook, for the murder of 

John H. Hayes at Puente on the night 


of April 9, began yesterday befure 
Township Justice Young. George W. 
Holton, Hsq., Chief Deputy District At- 
torney, conducted the prosecution and 
Davis and Rush appeared for the de- 
fendants. All witnesses, except the of- 
ficers who investigated the case and 
made the arrests, were excluded from 
the courtroom during the examination. 
Eighteen were present for the State 
and none for the defense, it being an- 
nounced that no testimony would be 
offered on that side. . 

Thomas F. Hayes, a brother of the 
murdered man, and proprietor of the 
store where the tragedy was enacted, 
first took the stand. He said: John 
had charge of the store on the night 
he was murdered. I left the store in 
the evening, the only persons there at 
that time being the deceased and Wil- 
liam Bryant. Shortly afterward 1 
saw the flash of a gun, but it was 
dark and I saw no one. I went home 
and undressed, when I heard four more 
shots two together and two after short 
intervals, The sounds came from the 
direction of the store. 

“Very soon William Bryant came 
running into the yard and said John 
had been held up. Bryant went to the 
section-house to wake the men and get 
assistance, while I hurried down to the 
store. I gave him a rifle and took a re- 
volver along myself. At the store I 
found a small blaze going but the room 
otherwise in darkness, the lamp hav- 
been broken and having set the floor 

re. 

“The body of my brother was lying 
on the floor, face downward. I felt his 
pulse and found that he was dead, The 
fatal wound was in the breast just 
above the right nipple. At his side 
lay his revolver and on the counter his 
pocket-knife and key-ring. The safe 
was locked. The back door was closed, 
but not locked, an unusuual circum- 
stance at night. I had locked it before 
going home. Neither of the defend- 
ants had been in the store when I was 
there that day.“ 

IT WAS MING’S VOICE. 

William P. Bryant was next called. 
His testimony was important, directly 
connecting the defendants with the 
case, He said: “I was in thé store 
when Thomas Hayes left and shortly 
afterward went across the street with 
him to Mme. Dietzel’s saloon to get a 
drink. Billy Finch and George Cross 
were there. I took ginger ale and John 
had beer. The others left and I re- 
mained, going to room soon after- 
ward. Soon Johnny Dietzel came to 
my room and told me that robbers were 
holding Hayes up. Johnny ran out 
and shot off his pistol in the alley. I 
went with him to the store and saw a 
man sitting. on a stool near Hayes’s 
desk ,and John Hayes going into his 
bed-room. I caught a glimpse of an- 
other man. Both wore slickers or yel- 
low ofl coats. They had gunnysacks 
over their faces. 

J opened the door and went in. The 
big man told me to pass on and I did 
so. He had a white slouch hat on and 
the little man wore a black hat. As I 
got near the desk, John Hayes came 
running out of his room with a lamp in 
his left hand and a pistol in his right. 
I sung out to him to drop the lamp. 
The taller robber shouted ‘Stand back,’ 
shooting immediately. John fell and I 
unlocked the back door and passed out: 
I did not see what became of the two 
men. When John's brother came we 


entered. the store and found John dead 


on the floor.“ 

Two masks fashioned out of gunny- 
sacks were here introduced in evidence, 
and Bryant said they resembled those 
worn by the robbers. In like manner 
the witness partially identified a dark- 
colored gum coat and a yellow duster. 
as being similar in appearance to 
those worn by the robbers. These were 
iso introduced, A white hat, which 
had belonged to Frank Rowland, was 
filed as an exhibit, and Bryant said 


it was much like that worn by the tall 


man. Continuing, the witness said he 
knew the Mings brothers well, and their 
general appearance corresponded very 
closely with that of the robbers. Be- 
ing asked if he ‘had ever heard the 
voice of the tall robber before, he said 
that he had, and that he was familiar 
with it. “Whose was it?“ asked the 
District Attorney. “It was George D. 
Mings,” said the witness. 
Bryant had known — ag for eleven 
years, and said Frankie Rowland, 
whose hat he identified as like the one 
worn by the robber, was a stepson of 
George Mings. He remarked the hat 
when he first eg it 25 8 be- 
cause it 8 or him. 
cross-examination failed to shake the 
witnesse’s testimony. ; 
William R. Rowland, ex-Sheriff, tes- 
tified to having seen George Mings with 
a white hat on like that filed in evi- 
dence on the morning of the day Hayes 
was killed. 
FAIRY TALE ABOUT STRANGERS. 


F. O. Slanker testified: “I was at 


Puente after the murder and talked’ 


with Mings about two strangers whom 
he said he had sen on the night of the 
murder. He showed me where they 
were standing; said one was about 5 
feet 11 inches tall, and had a two-week’s 
growth of beard and a mustache some- 
what redder than his. One, according 
to Mings. weighed more than he did, 
the other about forty pounds less, and 
en ‘said he himself weighed 180 
* ‘went on to say that Mings 
told him the two men had their coats 
off and hanging on their arms, being 
in their shirt-sleeves. One had a derby 
hat on and the other a black slouch. 
Both stood in the brickyard when first 
seen, then on the rallroad, and then 
south of the railroad, looking over the 
fence near Mings’s barn. Mings said 
they had been there for an hour look- 
ing down toward his house. He was 
getti his cows out of an inclosure 
‘ past the men to

He had found 
them Friday in the old brick kiln re- 
ferred to, about fifty feet east of a brick 
warehouse in Puente, midway between 
the store where the murder was com- 
mitted and the house of George Mings. 
One was well into the eye of the kiln 
and the other close by the mouth. 

YOUNG DIETZEL’S TESTIMONY. 

John W. Dietzel, a fourteen-year-old 
boy, testified as follows: “I live with my 
mother, who has a restaurant and sa- 
loon at Puente. I have known George 
Mings about eight years, I know his 
voice and could recognize him by that. 
I was in Hayes’s store, the night John 
Hayes was killed, after a paper and a 
lampwick. I saw a man with a black 
slicker tell Hayes to give him money, 
and to be quick about it. The big man 
was, pushing him through the door. 

“I ran home and told Bryant some- 
body was holding Jack up. I saw a 
man when we went there who had on a 
yellow slicker. He was sitting on a 
stool and Hayes was kneeling before 
the safe. I walked in after Bryant. 
The large man told Bryant ti pass on, 
talking low and harsh. Bryant, Hayes 
and the two burglars were the only 
ones there beside myself. The robbers 
‘were about the size of the Mings boys.“ 
The coats were examined by the wit- 
ness. He said the largest man wore a 
coat like the black one, the smaller one 
that looked by lamplight more yellow 
than that filed in evidence. The white 
hat worn by the tall burglar was sim- 
ilar to that exhibited by the prosecu- 
tion. Johnny identified the masks posi- 
tively as the ones worn by the burglars. 
Continuing, the witness said: 
| MINGS’S VOICE AGAIN. 

1 never heard a voice like that be- 
fore. I told others that 1 thought I 
knew who it was. I thought at the 
time that it was the voice of George 
Mings. I did not héar the smaller man 
say anything in the store, but when the 
large man said ‘Stand back,’ he spoke 
louder and not so harsh. I then thought 
it was George Mings. It was the large 
man who shot first. He fired two shots 
and the little man one. One shot struck 
Hayes. As the robbers ran out I shot 
once and they shot once after they went 
outside. I told. mother when I went 
home that I thought the voice was 
that of George Mings. Bryant told me 
two or three days after Hayes was 
killed that he thought it was Mings’s 
voice. I did not tell him whose I 
thought it was until three or four days 


The fairness with which young Diet- 
zel testified was admitted by attorneys 
for the defense, notwithstanding the 
fact that his evidence was most ruinous 
to their client.

Nothing new was developed in the 
evidence. The story of how the dispute 


arose between the defendant, who was |

by the several witnesses. The objection 
to the presence of a dog on the car 
made by the conductor and the crielty 
with which the animal was ejected by 
him angered Kirk and Nichols put him 
off, following him and striking him 
heavily. The dead man never recovered 
from the effect of the injuries then re- 
ceived and the question to be decided is 
whether Nichols can be convicted of 
murder in causing his death.

Decision Affecting County Office- 
holdérs Rendered in Solano. 

A private dispatch was received by 
Sheriff John Burr yesterday from San 
Francisco, in which the information 
was conveyed that Judge Buckles of 
Solano county had rendered a deci- 
sion that officers of the county elected 
at the last election had been elected 


for a four-year term, and not for two}. 


years. This decision was obtained‘ by 
mandamus ngs to restrain the

A BAD CASE OF PILES. 


The Southern Pacific Company has | 
for several years been making a deter- 
mined effort to convince Congress that 
Santa Monica is a better site for a 
deep-water harbor than San Pedro, in 
spite of the fact that the United States 
engineers have thrice reported to the 
contrary, their views being shared by 
a great majority of mariners who have 
had experience at both places. 

As is known to most of our readers, 
the Southern Pacific Company form- 
erly had a wharf at Santa Monica, and 
a large proportion of the freight com- 
ing to Los Angeles from the North 
was shipped by that route. About 
twenty years ago the company tore 
down the wharf at Santa Monica and 
moved to San Pedro, which it then 
considered a better site. The company 
was active in endeavoring to obtain 
an appropriation to San Pedro until 
competition loomed up in the shape of 
the ‘Santa Fe at Redondo and the 
Terminal at San Pedro, when it sud- 
denly discovered that San Pedro was 
no good.“ 

One of the reasons which induced the 
Southern Pacific Company to remove 
from Santa Monica to San Pedro has 
not been referred to during the present 
controversy, but it is of much interest 
as showing the weakness of the South- 
ern Pacific case. That reason is dis- 
closed in the following report, made 
to Charles Crocker, then president of 
the Southern Pacific Company, by 
Arthur Brown, superintendent of 


bridge construction, in August, 1878: 
Office of 
SUP’T 7 CONSTRUCTION, 
OAKLAND, Aug. 29, 

Charles Esq. „ President 
Southern Pacific Railroad—Dear Sir: In 
accordance with the instructions con- 
tained in your letter of August 14, I 
have made a thorough examination of 
the wharf at Santa Monica. I herewith 
submit the following report of its sta- 
bility, together with a general descrip- 
tion, probable first cost and estimated 
cost of present necessary repairs, etc., 
as follows: 

General description—This wharf was 
finished July, 1875, consequently it is 
now about three years. It consists of 

a roadway and railroad track, twenty- 
82 feet wide, extending out into the 
bay 1334 feet; from thence for a distance 
of 240 feet it increases in width to 
eighty feet, and contains the same width 
for an additional distance of 166 feet, 
see diagram, making a total length of 
1740 feet; along the last 166 feet there 
is a depth of 24 feet of water at low 
tide; at this point the steamers and 
large vessels lay. There are no indica- 
tions that sand has filled in any around 
the wharf. The piles are driven about 
eight feet apart on a line at right angles 
to the wharf, and fifteen feet apart 
longitudinally. The wharf is built in 
the ordinary manner; originally the tim- 
ber and piles were good as to quality 
and size; probably first cost $32,000. 

Condition—Our examination has de- 
veloped an alarming condition of the 
piles caused by the ravages of the 
teredo. This can readily be understood 
from the fact that over three-fourths 
of all the piles in the wharf are now in- 
fested with these terribly destructive 
worms, besides thirty piles replaced, 
and as many more hanging loose. Our 
examination could only be carried on be- 
tween high and low tide, so there is still 
a good deal of uncertainty as to what 
is going ‘on below low tide, where the 
worm is usually most destructive. As 
an example of their work, we placed 
some fender piles last fall, and in less 
than seven months some of them were 
entirely eaten off (a specimen of which 
I send you.) We find from experience 
in the bay of San Francisco, when 
piles are cut in proper season so that 
the bark will adhere firmly, it becomes 
a valuable protection against the te- 
redo, but at Santa Monica the bark 
seems to be rather a doubtful protec- 
tion, as we found some cases where the 
worms had penetrated the bark and at- 
tacked the piles; besides this, the action 
of the waves during the storms of last 
winter detached large masses of shell, 
etc., together with bark, thereby leav- 


posed to the attack of the worms. From 
the above facts you can readily see 
that the stability of the wharf is most 
seriously impaired, and at the present 
time I consider it unsafe for trains to 
pass over. 

Cost of repairs—I have estimated the 
cost of repairing the wharf, so as to 
make it safe for the present, at about 
2 and probably as much more will 

needed next year. I think I am 
ae Hh in stating that all the piles in 
the wharf would require renewal every 
three or four years; therefore, I am 
clearly of the opinion that a wharf 
cannot be maintained at that point with 
any degree of safety, unless at an un- 
reasonable outlay of money.

License for Selling Produce. 

A subscriber at San Dimas writes to 
ask whether a non-resident of Los An- 
geles who brings country produce not 
raised by him into Los Angeles and 
sells the same from house to house is 
required by the city government to 
pay a license fee, and if so how much. 

A license of $5 a month, dated from 
the first of each month, is charged for 
such business.

Cassio DRIED-AND CANNED FRUIT. The 
unsatisfactory condition of the canned 
fruit market has been the subject of 
continued comment in all parts of the 
country. The Los Angeles Commercial 
Bulletin, in its last issue, throws light 


five years has been in a very unsatis- 
factory condition in all parts of the 
United States. The reasons given are 
over-production and poor goods. In. 
the present ons of the fruit trade 
these two reasons are sufficient to kill 
the canned-fruit, industry. Fruit put 
up in tins in their own juices, with a 
little sugar added, is a luxury and not. 
a, staple. The staple food of the country 
in cured fruits id that dried by arti- 
ficial processes. A two-pound can of 
fruit contains not much more than a 
net pound of fruit, or at most, a pound 
and a half. If of the best quality, it 
will cost at retail at least 25 cents a 
can. Six pounds of peaches or apricots 
and three pounds of nes or grapes 
will make a pound of dried fruit. In 
the evaporating process only the water 
is taken out, and this is returned when
